OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

The 2 Superintending School Committee of New-L London would submut the 
_ following Report : 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The SummER ScHoou was taught by Miss Laura A. Purney.— 
For faithfulness and accuracy, she has few equals. Her pupils were 
drilled with direct reference to the practical uses of Education. The 
Winter Trrm was under the supervision of Mr. Joun Pressey, a 
thorough and pointed teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The School in this Distri ict during the SumMMER was under the direc- 
tion of Miss ApeLaips M. Davis. Although it was her first school, 
in our opinion, she was excelled by no teacher in town. Energy, faith- 
fulness and thoroughness were marked characteristics in her method of 
instruction. I wish all teachers felt the importance of the same heart- 
felt devotion to their employment. 


-The Winter Scxoou during the first four days was taught by Mr. 
CuarK. He then left, for reasons best and only known to himself.— 
Such hasty farewells are certainly no enviable commentaries upon a 
young man’s judgment or perseverance. The Prudential Committee 


- then employed Mr. Danrex N. Cxuarx. I am thoroughly convinced 


from what I saw and heard, that he taught an excellent school. He 
committed some imprudences as it was his first attempt as a teacher. 
But the Committee feel satisfied that most of the complaints against - 
him were groundless; and must suggest that parents positively know 
whereof they affirm before they arraign a teacher to account for many

wicked and false reports. The Committee were called into this School 
last winter, and for what they never knew. It is hoped in future that 
the best interest of the district and children will:be cousidered: No 
money would induce the Committee to have the investigation of Be 
winter come before a child of his. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


This is one of our largest Districts. Its members secured the servi- 
ces of Miss Susan H. Sarcent in the Summer :Scuoor. She was 
correct and clear in her method of instruction, and her pupils made ex- 
cellent improvement. The Winter Term was conducted by Mr. Na- 
THAN W.Smiru. He taught, as he always has with marked success. 
in this School there are some pleasant and effective readers. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


This School in the Sommer was under the direction of Miss Junta 
A. Asspotr. She is a superior scholar. Clear and definite in her 
knowledge, she makes a fine impression upon her pupils. Se 


The Winter Term was under the superyision of Miss Ann’Am: 
- BROSE. Sheis a fine teacher. The Committee have no fault to find or 
criticism to.make, for she did well, and the scholars in this school have 
always acquitted themselves with honor. But we are convinced a male 
teacher should be employed in the winter session of this school. The 
reasons we would give, were it not for extending your Hapets to an’ 
undue length. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The Summer ScHoor was taught by Miss Janzrre 8. B. Topp. 
She is known through the town as one of our best teachers. To speak 
of her further, would be to repeat what we said in our last Report. Mr, 
J. E. Suir was employed by this District to instruct in their WinTER 
Scuoou. He did well. But parents do not take that interest in this 
School which they ought. Some of the scholars are careless and head- 
strong, and love their will, and play more thap they tend to their books. 
This is wrong. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


The Summur Session of this School was managed by Miss PLooma 
Davis. . 

She has a happy faculty of gaining the affections of her small pupils. 
The scholars although few and young made good progress in their stud- 
ies, under her direction. She is faithful and conscientious in what she 
does for those committed to hercare. |

The Winter ScHoor was taught by Mr. Jonn Avery. This was 
one of the most interesting schools in town. I know not which most to 
admire, Mr. Avery for his ease and faithfulness, or his scholars for 
their kindness and diligence.
